THE INAUGURATION. 
A MARCH MORNING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 5.— Tue morning 
inauguration salutes ushered in a blesk March 
day without a ray of sunshine gleaming through 
the clouded skies, and with every indication of 
a snow-storm, although the Signal Service prom- 
ised clear weather. Washington was inspired with 
a zealand activity not all its own, for it is esti- 
mated that there were at least 50,000 strangers 
here. Ohio and Pennsylvania are especially 
well represented bere, and the members of the 
Philadelphia military companies and political 
clubs had a jolly night of it going 
the grand rounds of their different head- 
quarters.

One bundred mounted 
policemen in uniform patrolled the avenue, ex- 
cluding carriages when the procession was pass- 
ing and keeping the crowds back on the curb- 
stones.

It was very properly decided to exclude from 
the processions all political mottoes and devices 
calculated to give offense to the defeated Demo- 
crats. The boys persisted, however, in singing 
a song the chorus of which is, 
Hold the fort, for Hayes is coming! 
Keep the banners straight; 
The boys ou guard are loudly drumming, 
Seven can’t beat eight. 

By 10 o’clock the north and south porticos of 
the Capitol were covered with spectators, and 
every window which afforded a view of the plat- 
form was occupied. A _ constantly-increasing 
crowd began to take possession opposite the 
platform. Brady, the veteran photographer, 
was permitted to erect a platform irom which

At 11 o’clock the doors of the Senate 
wing were opened, and in _ rushed 
those who had been fortunate enough 
to obtain tickets. The diplomatic gallery was 
reserved exclusively for the ladies of the for- 
eign legations, who were elegantly dressed, 
nearly all of them having received bonnets and 
dresses from Paris expressly for the occasion. 
The gallery at their left was reserved for Mrs. 
Hayes and Mrs. Sherman with their friends, and 
another portion was occupied by Assistant Sec- 
retaries, Federal Judges, and other officials of 
the second grade. The remainder of the gallery 
was almost entirely 

OCCUPIED BY LADIES, 
whose gay attire and bright ribbons enlivened 
the animated scene. Mrs. ex-President Tyler, 
Mrs. Robeson, and other prominent ladies were, 
of course, the object of notice. 

THERE WERE ABSENCES 
which had a political significance that no one 
could overlook. When the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court marched in to the cushioned chairs 
assigned them in front of the desks, the black- 
robed procession was not of its usual length.

Just outside the railing of the diplomatic 
galiery sat a lady now more distinguished than 
any of her titled neighbors, a lady who, if she 
had been generally recoguized, would have been 
the most observed person present. She held a 
bright boy of 4 or5 years upon her lap. Her 
dress was of black silk, with a lace tie fastened 
at the throat by a plain pin, and she wore 
a cashmere shaw). Her » combed smoothly 
down on ber temples, gave to her face a rather 
old-fashioned look. It was a full face, express- 
ive of strength of character, and of mingled 
dignity and sweetness. This lady was the new 
mistress of the White House. Beside her sat 
Mrs. Senator Sherman, and in the same scat 
were some children and young girls. Some said 
they belunged to the Sherman family, and oth- 
ers to that of the President. There was no 
mistaking, however, the rélationship of the 
young man at the end of the seat, who bore 

A STRIKING RESEMBLANCE 
to President Hayes, and was his oldest son. 
The Secretary of the Senate, Mr. Gorham, 
called the Senate to order, and the 
Clerk read the proclamation of President 
Grant covering the extra session. Then 
the difficulty about the organization was hap- 
pily got over by a resolution offered by Hamlin 
providing for the oath of office to 
Mr. Ferry, and reinstating him in the chair, a 
proceeding lengthened by the curiously-pedan- 
tic and deliberate mander in which Senator 
Howe read the iron-clad oath. Mr. Ferry was 
applauded as he went up to his old place. After 
a dozen words of thanks he began 
THE TASK OF SWEARING IN 
by parties of five or six the new Senators and 
the old ones clected to new terms. Those 
who came as novices were escorted each by his 
colleague already in service. In the first de- 
tachment were Anthony, Beck, Blaine. and 
Hoar; in the second the two Davises, Kirk- 
wood, and McPherson: in the third, Plumb, 
Rollins, Saulsbury, Sanders, Teller, and Win 
dom; and in the fourth, Coke, Harris, Hill, 
Johnston, Ransom, and Garland.

The living history, not only of the United 
States, but of the civilized world, was repre- 
sented on that floor by men whose names 
are known everywhere. There were loud 
murmurs of conversation like the plasbing of 
summer-sea waves on a distant beach, and a 
great fluttering of hundreds of fans. Opera- 
ylasses were leveled in all directions, and the 
noticeables had to bear close scrutiny. Mean- 
while, the procession had wound its way up the 
Capitoline Hili and into the large area before 
the platform, where the military were massed 
by battalion in line of battle with the civic or- 
ganizations on either. flank. All around were 
the people, including many of the “ strangers 
within vur gates,“ and forming with the mili- 
tary in their midst a large mosaic of humanity. 

THE SUN 8HONE OUT BRIGHTLY 
just before the President appeared. There was 
just breeze enough to move the flags and plumes, 
and the weather could not have been more 
auspicious. President Hayes appeared at last, 
and was greeted by cheers which might truly be 
termed thundering. He was followed by the 
distinguished and brilliant throng which bad 
been congregated in the Senate Chamber. A 
nobler-looking Presid has not faced the peo- 
ple since the days of Washington. There was a 
slight flush on his eheeks, but his step was firm 
and his eyes were bright as he came to the 
front of the platform with a dignity and grace 
that well became the future ruler of 40,000,000 
of people. Of course, only those immediately 
around him could hear his words, but 

THE IMMENSE ASSEMBLAGE LISTENED 

as if every one heard every sentence, and then 
when the simple ceremony was concluded, a 
loud hurrah arose from earth tosky, and was 
echoed by the roaring of the artillery near by, 
to which the guns at the navy-yard and the 
arsenal soon responded. The crowd ap- 
peared unwilling to leave, and it was 
some time beiore the procession could be again 
formed. The bands performed patriotic airs, 
and the scene was grand beyond description. 
After the light battery had finished giving the 
salute, it was limbered up, and the column then 
moved forward in column of companies. 

President Hayes was loudly cheered as he 
passed away from the Capitol area at a quarter 
past 1. 

It is the unanimous opinion of those who 
have witnessed previous inaugurations that the 
necessarily impromptu but brilliant and hearty 
demonstration to-day has never been surpassed 
here. As a people, we have not yet 
learned the art in which the old Ro- 
mans were, and the modern French are, so 
famous, of getting up displays forthe delight 
of the populace, but we have had to-day a grand 
historical pageant worthy of the incoming 
President and of the people over whom he is 
to ruie. 

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS 
is not acceptable to those of the North and of 
the South who prefer party to country, but the 
better portion of Congressmen, officials, and 
the people are of the opinion that it is entitled 
to challenge comparison as a great State 
paper with any that has ever issued 
from the Federal Executive. Those who have 
fomented sectional hate, that they might 
dispense offices and secure contracts, are, of 
course, disgruntied; but others more patriotic 
regard it as throwing the door of reconciliation 
WIDE OPEN TO THE SOUTH. 
He states the questions, too, with a clearness 
and power which cannot fail to carry with them 
the sympathy and conviction of the great think- 
ing masses of the North. His views of civil 
service are a bitter dose for those scheming 
Congressmen who have attained power through 
caucuses manipulated by officeholders, and who 
seck to perpetuate that power by keeping those 
wire-pullers in their places. But better men 
INDORSE HIS VIEWS 

on this important question, as they do what he 
says about finance. As awhole the message

Among the pleasant incidents of the day was

To say that the inaugural is favorably re- 
ceived would but faintly express the general 
opinion of leading aud fair-mindei men of all 
parties in Washington.

while Southern representative men, including 
Hill, of Georgia, and Lamar, of Mississippi, 
regarded it with satisfaction There are those, 
of course, among Republicans who, not pieased 
with the policy announced in regard to Civil 
Service, criticise the Southern feature of the ad- 
dress unlavorably,

through kindness. Democrats, on the other 
hand, are frighténd lest their party at the South 
may be divided. This fear seems likely to be 
realized, if the opinions of conservative South- 
ern Democrats are to be credited. But public 
sentiment outside of the narrow-minded classes 
referred to commends the address in the 
strongest terms, and it is generally pronounced 
one of the most importaut, significant, and able 
papers of the kind ever delivered. 
NO SUCH PROCESSION 
as escorted the President up Pennsylvania av- 
enue to-day was ever seen in Washington; but 
during the last forty years there have been oc- 
casions when a greater number of military and 
other organizations from distant cities have 
participated. At every recent inauguration 
there has been ampie time for preparation, as the 
result of the election has always been known 
within a few days after the first Tuesday in No- 
vember. This year all was suspense and uncer- 
tainty until during the last week or two, and it 
was not positively known that Gov. Hayes 
would be inaugurated until last Friday morn- 
ing. When, therefore, the brief time for prep- 
arativn is taken into account, the inaugural dis- 
play was,in every respect, a very credftable 
one. 
RECEPTION. | 

Mrs. Hayes gave an informal reception to her 
Ohio friends this evening at the White-House, 
and the occasion proved a very enjoyable one. 
Among those present were Mr. George W.

THE INAUGURAL, 

A PATRIOTIC AND STATESMANLIKE ADDRESS. 

Wasarneton, D. C., March 5.—The following 
is the full text of President Hayes’ inaugural 
address: 

Fe.vtow-Citizens: We have assembled to repeat 
the public ceremonial begun by Washington, ob- 
served by all my predecessors, and now a time- 
honored custom, which marks the commencement 
of a new term in the Presidential office. Called to 
the duties of this great trust, I proceed, in com- 
pliance with usage, to announce some of the lead- 
ing principles on the subjects that now chiefly en- 
gage public attention, by which it is my desire to 
Be guided in discharge of those duties. I Shall not 
undertake to lay down irrevocably principles or 
measures of administration, but rather to speak of 
the motives which should animate us, and to sug- 
gest certain important ends to be atteined in ac- 
cordance with our institutions and essential to the 
welfare of our country. At the outset of the dis- 
cussions which preceded the recent Presidential 
election, it seemed to me fitting that I should fully 
make known my sentiments in regard to several of 
the 

IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 
which then appeared to demand the consideration 
of the country. Following the example, and in

Chargedas I now am with the 
grave and difficalt task of carrying them out in the 
practical administration of the Government, so far 
as denends under the Constitution and laws on the 
Chief Executive of the nation, the permanent 
pacification of the country upon such principles 
and by such measures as will secure the 
protection of all its citizens in the free éhjoyment 
of all their constitutional rights, is now the one 
subject in our public affairs which all thoughtful 
and patriotic citizens regard as 
OF SUPREME IMPORTANCE. 

Many of the calamitous effects of the tremen- 
dous revolution which bas passed over the Southern 
States still remain. The immeasgrable benefits; 
whica will surely follow, sooner or later, the hearty 
and generous acceptance of the legitimate results 
of that revolution have not yet been realized. Dif- 
ficult and embarrassing questions meet as at the 
threshold of this subject. The people of these 
States are still impoverished, and the inestimable 
blessing of wise, honest, and peaceful local scif- 
government is not fully enjoyed. Whatever differ- 
ence of opinion may exist as to the cause of this 
condition of things, the fact is clear that in the 
progress of events the time has come when such 
government is an imperative necessity, required by 
all the varied interests, public and private, of 
these States; but it must not be forgotten that only 
a local government which and main- 
tains inviolate the rights of all is a true self-gov- 
ernment. 

THE TWO RACES. 
With respect to the twe distinct races whose pe- 


culiar relations to each other have brought apon us | 


deplorabie complications and perplexities which 
exist in these States, it must be a Government 
which guards the interests of both races carefally 
and equally; it must be a Government which sub-

THE REMEDIES. 

The evils which afflict the Southern States can 
only be removed or remedied by the united and 
harmonious efforts of both races, actuated dy mo- 
tives of mutual sympathy and regard, and while in 
duty bound and fully to protect the 
rights of all by every constitutional means 
at the disposal of my Administration, I 
am sincerely anxious to use every legiti- 
mate imflaence in favor of honest and 
efficient local government, as the true resource of 
those States, for the promotion of the contentment 
In this effort I 
shall make to accomplish this purpose, I ask the 
cordial co-operation of all who cherish an interest 
in the welfare of the country, trusting that party 
ties and prejudice of race will be freely surren- 
dered in benalf of the great purpose to be accom- 
plished in the important work of the restoration of 
the South. 

It is not the political situation alone that merits 
attention. The material development of that sec- 
tion of the country has been arrested by the social 
and political revolution through which it has 
passed, and now needs and deserves the consider- 
ate care of the National Government within the 
just limite prescribed by the Constitution and wise 
public economy. But at the basis of all prosperi- 
ty, for that av well as for every other part of the 
country, lies the improvement of the 

INTELLECTUAL AND MORAL CONDITION 
of the people. Universal suffrage should rest 
upon universal education. To this end a liberal 
and permanent provision should be made for the 
support of free schools by State Governments, and, 
if need be, supplemented by legitimate aid from 
the national] authority. 

Let me assure my countrymen of the Southern 
States itis my earnest desire to regard and 
promote their truest interests—the interests of the 
white and of the colored people, both and equally 
—and put forth my best efforts in behalf of a civil 
policy which will iorever wipe out in our political 
affairs the color-line and the distinction between 
the North and Sovth, to the end that we may have 
not merely a united North or a united South, bat a 
united country. 

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

I ask the attention of the public to the para- 
mount necessity of reform in oar Civil Service, a 
reform not merely as to certam abuses and prac- 
tices of so-called official patronage, which have 
come to have the sanction of usage in several de- 
partments of our Government, but a change of the 
system of appointment itself. —a reform that shall 
be thorough, radical, and complete, —à return to 
the principles and practices of the founders of the 
Government. They neither expected nor desired 
from public officers any partisan service; 
they meant that public oficers should owe 
their whole service to the Goverument and to the 
people; they meant that the officer should be se- 
cure in his tenure as long as his personal character 
remained untarnished and the periormance of his 
duties was satisfactory. They held that appoiut- 
ments to office were nottebe made or expected 
merely as TOWSPUS TU: een near sere. 
ly on the nomination of members of Congress, as 
being entitled jn any re t to the control of such 
appointments. The fact that both political parties 
of the countr;, in declaring their principies prior 
to the election, gave a prominent place to the sub- 
ject of the reform of our Civil Service, recogmizing 
ana strongly urging its necessity in terms almost 
identical in their specific havort with those I have 
employed, must be acce; te? as a conclusive argu- 
ment in behalf of taese measures. It must be re- 
garded as the expression of the united voice and 
will of the whole country upon this subject, and 
both political parties are virtually pledged to give 
it their unreserved support. 

A GOOD MOTTO. 

The President of the United States of neces- 
sity owes his- election to office tothe suffrage and 
zealous labors of a political party, the members of 
which chertsh with ardor, and regurd as of eseen- 
tial importance, the principals of their party or- 
ganization. But he should @rive to be always 
mindfal of the fact that he serves his party best 
who serves the country best. 

In furtherance of the reform we seek. and, as in 
other important respects a change of great impor- 
tance, I recommend an amendment to the Consti- 
tution prescribing a term of six years for the Presi- 
dential office, and forbidding a re-election. 

FINANCES. 

With respect to the financial condition of the 
country, I shall not attempt an extended history of 
the embarrasement and proatration which we have 
suffered during the past three years. The depres- 
sion in all our varied commercial and manufactur- 
ing interest throughout the country, which began 
in September, 1873, still continues. It is very 
gratifying, however, to be able to say that there 
are indications all around us of a coming change to 
prosperous times. 

Upon the currency question, intimately connect- 
ed as it is with this topic, I may be permitted to 
repeat the statement made in my letter of accept- 


ance, that in my judgment the feeling of uncer- 


tainty ineeparabie from an irredeemable paper car- 
rency, with its fluctuations of values, is one of the 
greatest obstacles of a return to prosperous times. 
The only safe paper currency is one which rests 


upon a coin basis, and w at all times promptly con- 


vertible into coin.

Late last fall and in the early part of the winter, 

everal meetings were held by the leading grain 
gen of Chicago to see if something could not be 
done to remedy the existing evils in the inspection 
system. That evils dd exist was abundantly 
proved, And. after a long discussion of the sub- 
ject, a memorial was drawn up to be sent to the 
Legisiature setting forth that the practical work- 
ings of the inspection system were far from being 
satfactorv, and asking that so much of the law 
ge made State inspection compulsory be repealed, 
and that the Inspection be put where it was before 
the State interfered with it,—in the hands of the 
poartl of Trade. The memorial further sugrested 
that the Legislature appoint a joint committee of 
the Genate and House-to inquire into the practical 
workings of the system, and to see what modifica- 
tions were necessary. In due course of 
time, the matter came before the Legisla- 
ture, and the Joint Committee was ap- 
pointed. ‘Yesterday morning the members met 
the new Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, 
several members of the Board of Trade, as well 
representatives from the different railroads, to tal 
over mutters from all sides of the question, and to 
see Whether the modification in the laws asked by 
the Board of Trade is necessary or not The 
meeting was held in the rooms of the Arbitration

STATE AFFAIRS. 


INDIANA,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 5.—Both Houses 
of the Legislature atsempted to-day to pass the 
appropriation bills, it being understood that the 
Governor would sign them, although the con- 
stitutional limitation for legislative business 
expired Saturday night. The Supreme Court 
has ruled that, if the act is legal and regular on 
its face, there can be no impeachment of its 
validity, and the Executive was ready 
to take the responsibility of the irreg- 
ularity. The bill went to a Committee 
of Conference, and the Senate concurred 
in the report of the Committee by a vote of 38 
to 5, but the House refused by 49 to 40, the 
members of the majority saying they believed 
the proposed action unconstitutional An 
agreement was then signed by thirty-seven Re- 
publicans and about forty Democrats that, if a 
a special session was called, no business would 
be taken until the appropriation bills were 
passed, and then no other except upon a 
vote of two-thirds of either House. On 
this being presented to the Governor, he 
issued his proclamation convening the isla- 
ture for 9 o’clock to-morrow morning. Under 
the agreement it is evident that no other bust- 
ness taan the appropriation bills will be trans- 
acted, and the session will close this week. 
Without much question the agreement practi- 
cally kills the State-House project. A com- 
mittee of three Senators, gonigaausen, Bell, 
and Burell, were appointed to consider the 
propricty of consolidating the Perdue 
University at Lafayette with the State Uni- 
versity at Bloomington, By a vote of 16 
to 23, the Senate refused to indorse a constitu- 
tional amendment to Congress to prohibit the 
manuiacture and importation of alcoholic 
liquors. The House also rejected the proposi- 
tion by a vote of 40 to 41. The House passed 
the Senate joint resolutions for amendments to 
the State Constitution, nine in number, chang- 
ing elections to November; for a registry law; 
extending the regular sessions to 120 days, and 
special to sixty days; prohibiting, cities, towns. 
and townships from voting aid to corporations;

Now that he has control 
of both the Rock Island and Northwestern the 
pool cannot be maintained against his wishes, 
and he can wage an effective war against th 
Burlington in order to compel it to give up or 
induce the Burlington & Missouri River 
Railroad, in Nebraska, to give up the 
fight against the Union Pacific inter- 
est. The Northwestern Railroad, which 
was much easier and cheaper to be obtained 
than the Rock Island, would have * — 
Gould with the desired link between Chicago 
and Omaha, but he could not have struck the 
Burlington in its most vital spot—the South- 
western business. His obtaining control of the 
Rock Island, which runs direct to Leavenworth, 
ves him a chance to make a fight on that 
usiness as well as on the business to and from 
Omaha and the Pacific Coast. This move is not 
only apt to break up the lowa pvol, but th 
Southwestern Rate Association pool.

He, however, fears that if the defendanis 
produce their version of the play it will cause him 
great pecuniary loss, and claims that he is the 
exclusive owner of the title of ‘*‘ Lemons.” An 
injunction was therefore asked to prevent the play 
being acted in Mc Vicker's Theatre this week. 
Attached tothe bill were the affidavits of Au- 
gustin Daly and Adolph Neuendorck. Daly testi- 
fed that he had spent mach time and labor in 
translating Citronen, and was liable to pay 
larfe royalties to the author. If any other person 
should translate it and have it represented it would 
cause him great loss. as he coald not then sell 
heenses to have it played im the various cities of 
the United States. 
Mr. Nevendorff testifien that he had bought the 
del nie play from Rosen; that it was not printed 
sale; and had ne er been dedicated to the pab- 
lic by publ cation, by the consent of the author. 
Mr. Maron, a.ter reading the bill, saii that the

**Oitrepen™ hed ever been published. Simply 
rendering a play on the stage was not publication, 
nor was printing a few cop-es fur the actors a vub- 
lication.

SULLIVAN, 


The Testimony Being Over the 
Arguments Are Begun. 


State’s-Attorney Mills Makes the First 
Speech on Behalf of the Pros- 
ecution, 


——— — 


A Forcible and Compact Summary of the 
Case Against the Defendant. 


Mr. Thomas Moran of Oounsel for Sullivan 
Begins His Olosing Remarks. 


The largest audience which has thus far attended 
the trial of Alexander Sullivan, for the murder of 
Francis Hanford, was present in the Criminal 
Court yesterday morning. There was more crowd- 
ing than heretofore; that is, more people sat 
within a given «pace. The aisles, however, were 
comparatively clear, and the best of order was 
preserved, not the least show of feeling one way 
or the other characterizing the proceedings. One 
entire side of the room was occupied dy ladies, — 
the gallery as well as the benches usually occupied 
by the petit jurors and the prisoners when brought 
up for sentence. At least 200 were present, and 
they seemed to be as much interested in the argu- 
ments as the men; they certainly paid closer at- 
tenfion to them, and spent very little time 
in gossiping. The feature of the day was the ad- 
dress of the State's Attorney, this being the most 
important case in which he hae appeared sinee tak- 
ing possession of his office. Every one was anxious 
to hear him. All were disappointed. They haa no 
dea that there was so much in the little boy. 
He showed that he possesses unusual abilities, and 
the fears that he was too young to discharge his 
duties in every emergency were utterly dissipated 
yesterday. Mrs. Hanford was present in the morn- 
in? only, and congratulated-the State's Attorney. 
She was perfectly satisfied with his effort. Mrs. 
Sullivan was there in the afternoon, 

As soon as the Hear ye, hear ye” of the bailiff 


died away, 
MR. MILLS 

opened the argument for the prosecution. He said 
the case was perhaps the most important ever 
tried in the State. The court-room was the focus 
of the view not only of the 600,000 people of Chi- 
cago, but of the millions taroughout the country. 
Every one engaged in the trial was an object of 
scrutiny that was almost painfal. He had but one 
appeal to make to the jury, and that Was that they 
do their simple duty. After alluding briefly 
to the general evidence of witnesses of 
a murder, and saying that two could not 


tell exactly the same story regarding the 
franeaction, he narrated the facts of the case. 
Granting that every word in the communication 
written by Hanford was untrue, he affirmed that 
that honest, fair-dealing man, when he penned 
those charges, honestly believed every word he 
wrote. He had no wanton spite or hate to 
exhibit,—no malice that would have led him 
to destroy a revutation needlessly and without 
justice. he defense had tried the cave as if it 
were a slander suit. He admitted that the charges 
were not true, forthe sake of the argument. If Han 
tord had not been shot down by Suibvan there 
would have been before the gary another phase, 
and Hanford would doubtless have told the ground 
for his assertions. Atte Council Chamber Sulli- 
van was told that the article was of an infamous 
character. In the portion he procured from the 
reporter of the Tunes there was not a suggestion 
of such 2 Hanford refused te retract be- 
cause he believed the charges were trae, and that 
in course of time he would make his promise good 
and prove them. Thereupon Sallivansaid, ** You 
are a dog, and with hia. doubled fist struck him, 
and Hanford fell to- the ground.

McMullen, who had pulled 
Sullivan off iianford, waved his hand toward Han- 
ford, which motion, seen by Sullivan, must have 
indicated to him that McMullen wanted no more 
trouble. As soon, however, ae Meuullen released 
his hand, Sullivan drew his revolver, pointed it to- 
wards a vital spot, pulled the trigger, and Hanford 
fell. lle branded Sullivaw as a murderer, not sim- 
ply for what he had done, but because he had 
sat, cold and undisturbed, and heard the 
heart-rending pathos of poor widow 
and not shed a tear or moved a muscle, as only a

This was put into the 
defense — 22 2 2 The passion which induced 
Sullivan to amite Lanford remained in his heart, 
and, in a culminating way, demonstrated itself 
when he pointed the revolver.

MEDICAL. 
HOMEOPATRHIC COLLEGE COMMENCEMENT. 

The Commencement exercises vf the Chicago 
Homeopathic College took place at Hershey Music 
Hall last evening in the presence of a large and 
intelligent audience. The college is the youngest 
in the city, and this was its first Commencement, 
and it augured well for its future success and use- 
fulness. The exercises opened with music by a 
select orchestra, which was followed by prayer by 
Bishop Fallows. 

Dr. J. T. Mitchell, the President of the college. 
delivered the annual address. He gave a brief 
history of medical education in the United States, 
and spoke of the low point it had reached as 
regards its standard, and the causes for 
it, and referred briefly to the efforts that 
had been made, and were now being made, to raise 
the grade. The experience of our Civil War had 
enabied American surgeons to place military sur- 
gery on a bigher plane than it had ever before occu- 
pied on this or any other country. This was ac- 


cepted as proof of the marvelous practicality of 


the American mind. In the old countries a five 
years’ course of instruction was required. In im- 
proving the American plan, it was necessary to 
adopt the: golden mean between the scholarly 
impracticality of the European method and the 
insufliciency of our hurried course. The three 
ears’ graded course seemed the best. Its success 
tn one college had been brilliant. Only a few col- 
devt or anxious 
make money, had diminished 
their teaching corps, graduated students on 
a single four months’ course, and issued diplomas 
to those whom more faithful faculties had rejected 
as utterly imcompetent. Pais was a matter that 
concerned the public. It made a difference when 
the mother implored the physician to save her 
child, whether he was thoroughiy educated or an 
ignorant graduate of a legalized diploma factory.

HICKEY TO THE FRONT. 
TWO NOTORIOUS BURGLARS TAKEN IN. 

Just seren days ago Supt. Hickey reccived in- 
formation concerning two charactérs who have re- 
cently appeared in the city, and he at once caused 
strict watch to be kept over ali their doings 
by Detectives Schaak and Whalen, and a 
saarp, shrewd resident of the West 
Division who pans out remarkably well in the de- 
tective line. From that time on, through rain, 
sleet, snow, and frost, track has never 
been lost of these two men. Yesterday after- 
noon, onc of them, giving the name 
of Jd. W. Berry, was traced to the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, where he was joined by his 
pal, a fellow giving the name of Thomas Me- 
Dermott. They for the first time became conscious 
that they were being shadowed, and lit out as sharp- 
ly as possible, taking a circuitous path tothe corner 
of Jackson and Market streets, where they were 
finally overhauled by the officers. Upon the road 
to the station McVermoti dropped a paper contain- 
ing a transom-lifter, a skeleton wire, and two 
other instraments designed for hotel biz,” 
showing they had come to the Grand 
cific fuliy prepared for a good ob of 
work. Arriving at the station, they were 
searched, and from letters found upon their per- 
sons the officers became informed that Berry 
roomed at No. 138 Michigan streut. Armed with a 
search Warrant taey went tbere and took posscsion 
of Berrys effects, conzistins of a trunk 
full of all sorts of oddities, together with a 
most complete and valuable set of burglars’ tools.

He hails from 
Brighton, Eng., and nas been in this country 
some ten years. Leing of a roving disposition, as 
he acknowledge: in his letters to frien is and to his 
mistress, Libbie Shepard in San Fraucieco, he has 
worked square when ne conid, and crooked when 
his funds ran low. He was employed in A. T. 
Stewart's and other dry-goods stores in New 
York, and was recently in the fruit business at 
60 Sixth avenue in company With one Dwycr. In 
appearance he is of medium height, rather thickly 
eet, and of prize-fight build. in which pro- 
fession be is suid to be no laggard. He is of 
au open, free countenance, large bluish eyes, and 
side whiskers ofa mongreihve. In the East he 
appears to have gained quite a name as @ cracks- 
wan and has several times becn in jail, and is now 
wanted at Hunterdown County Jail in New 
Jersey for the burglary of a store in 
Quakerstown. He escaped from there by stunning 
the Sheriff's wife, Mrs. Kittenhouse, and bursting 
open the gates of the prison witha huge «tone. 
His arrival in this city dates Mek some cighteen 
months ago, when he started up a Grand Pacitic 
lunch house on wheels on South Wateretrect, near 
Wabash avenue. Since selling out here he has 
been absent from town. and only returned some 
weeks ago. At the Toledo masquerade he made 
himself conspicaous by picking a quarrel with 
Barney Aaron, who, he claimea, had given him 
away to the police and to Pinkerton. 

McDermott was born and raised in this city in 
the North Division, and will be remembered as 
little freckled-faced Patsy McDermott. lle is a

merous other articles, all of the finest work- 
manship ever seen in this city, the whole being set 
off with a magnificent sectional jimmy w.th nickel 
silver joints, which alone was worth at least $100. 
The trunks, satchels, and vags were filled with 
all sorts of appliances in any of the crooked pro- 
fessions. 

Tne evidence against the men is. to say the 
least, poor. they were spotted from the time 
that they were piping off the jewelry store of Gold- 
stein & Schloesser, No. 212 West Madison street, 
and are thought to have successfully worked sev- 
eral jobs in hotels, as they were traced from the 
Briggs House through the Commercial, Tre- 
mont, Sherman. Paimer, Kuhn's Hotel, and finally 
the Grand Pecific. Several store burglaries are 
also laid at their door, but the difficulty is to find 
the proof. The statutes of the State make the pos- 
session of burglars’ tools a crime only when they 
are found upon persons attempting a job of the 
kind.

INTEREST ON THE DEBT. 

» Taxpayer” writes to Tuz Tainune 46 follows: 

I have trequently seen it stated in your paper that the 
amount of tax annually required to be levied on the 
property in this city on the genera! city tax levy for the 
payment of the interest on the funded debt of the city 
amountsia round numbers to $1,000,000. Mm you 
please give the (Kut items asin this year’s apr. pria- 
tion bill or last year’s tax levy? 

The amount of interest paid annually upon the 
water bonds is $311,160. This amount does not 
come out of taxpayers in the form of taxes, as do 
the other amounts of money, because it is paid 
from the receipts (water-rents) of the Department, 
which is self-sustaining, and turns intotne Treas- 
ury about $75,009 a year beyond expenses. The 
other items of interest are fur sewerage bonds, 
$1438, 720; river and improvement bonds, $183, 470; 
and municipal bonds, $250,050; total (including 
water-bond interest), $028,400. or close on 
$1,000,000. The amount is still further increased 
from the fact that ,the interest being paid before 
the taxes are really collected, it becomes necessary 
to pay that interest in borrowed money u 
which interest must be paidalso. It is therefore 
actually paying compound interest. and it wil! be 
necessary to pay that compound interest until the 
city shall have adopted the plan of paying out no 
money until that money shall have n collected 
and deposited in the Treasury.
